further exeite the publio mind, which was
profoundly disturbed by the orisis,  Now
that the storm elowds have volled by,
however, the Commissioner rushes agaln
into the fray.

Our readers remember that tho chief
points in the defence of the Standard
Ol Company, as presented by Prealdent
Moflett, were, (1) that the rate of six
conts on oll from Whiting to Kast 8,
Louis had been lssued to the Standand
Oll Company as the lawful rate by
employes of the Alton, (&) that the 18-
cent rate on file with the Interstate
Commorce Commlssion was & clase and
mot & commodity mie, never belog In:
tended 1o apply o oll, (3) that oil was
shipped ln large quantities between

Whitlng and East 8t Louls over the
Ohloago and Eastern Ilinols at six snd
one-fourth cents per bumdred pounds,
which lias een filed with the Interstats
Oommerce Commission as the lawful
rato, and (4) that the 18-cent rale on
oll wan entirely out of proportion to law-
ful rates on other commaodities bebween

these points of a eimilar eharacter, and
of greater value, such,. for example, ns
lnseed oll, the lawful rate on whick was
olght cents.  President Moffett also
stated that thousands of tous of freight
had been sent by other shippers between
these pointe under substantially the
same conditions as governed the sbip-
ments of the Standard Ol Company.

This defence of the Standard Ol Com:
pany was widely quoled and has un-
doubtedly exortel a powerful Influence
upon the publio mind Naturlly tho
adlministration, which has staked the
success of its campaign against the
“Lrasts” upon the result of its atlack
upon this company, endeavors o offset
this Influence, and heteo the now de
liverance of Commissioner Bmith.

We need hardly to point out that his
rebuttal aggument Is extremely weak,
although as strong, no doubt, as the cir
oumstances would warrant, He answers
the points made by President Moffett
sibstantially as follows: (1) The Stand-
ard Oll Company hnd a traffie depart-

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wont, and should hdve known thai the
slx-onnt rate had not beea fllel, (2) no
unswer, (3) the Chleago and Haestern
Minols rate was a seerel rate because
It vead, nol from Whiting, but from Del-
ton, which ls describod wa “n village of
about 1600 population just outside of
Uhlogno. Its only claim fo nole le that
it hie boon for many years the puint
of origin for this and stmilar secret
rates.” The Commissioner admite in do-
soribing this rate that there was & note
attached slating that the rate could also
bo used from Whiting.

The press hat quite genorally halled
this statemont of the Commissioner of
Coroporations a8 o oconclusive refute-
tion of what ls evidently recognized ws
the wtrongest rebuttal argument advane.
«l by the Standard,

In fact, iv is a8 woek and inconolusive
an the remainder of bis argument, The
Hines of the Chimgo and Eastern Lillinols
do not run lnto Chisago. They termi-
nate st Dolton, from which peint en-
trance Is made over the Delt Line.
Whiting, whare the ofl freight origi-
nates, is not on the lines of the Chleago
and Bastern Illinols, which recelves ite
Whiting freight from the Bell Line at
Doltos. The former practice, now dis-
continued, ln filing terifs was to make
them read from s point on the line of
the filing road. and it weaa also general
to state on the same wheet, that the
tariff would apply to other polnts, o. g.
Whiting, 'The Chleago and Eastern Il-
linots followsd this practioe in filing ite
rate from Dolton, and making a note
on tho shoet that it applied to Whiting.
a8 | This was in 1606 when this method of
flllng tariffs was in common use.

Now let us sée in what way the In-
tending shipper of oll could be misled
nnd decelved by the fact that the Chica-
go and Eastern Illinols bad not filed &
mie reading from Whiting.

The flnal point made by Pmidnt
Moffett that other commodities of &
character similar to oll were carvied at
much lower rates tlun 18 cents, the
Commissloner of Corporations discusses
only with the remark that “the ‘reason-
ablepess’ of this rate is not in ques-
tion. The question is whether this rate
constitutel a diserimination as againat
other shippems of oil" and he also makes
much of the fallure of President Moffett
to produce before the grand jury evi.
dence of the alleged illegal acts of which
the Standard Of] official said that other
shippers in the territory had been guilty,
Considering the fact that theee shippers
Included the puckers and elevator men
of Chicago the action of the gmnd jury
in calling upon President Moffelt to
furnish evidence of their wrong-doing
may be interpreted as a demand for an
elaboration of the obvious; but the fact
that a rate-book containing these freight
rates for other shippers was offered In
evidenoe during the trial and muled out
by Judge Landis was kept out of sight.
President Moffett would not, of course,
nccept the invitation of the grand jury
although he might bave boen parloned
if ho had referred them to various offieial
Investigntions by the Interstate Com.
merce Commission and other depart-
ments of the Government,

We come baok, therelore, to the con-

Lhat IJu Standard Oil Company of In
disns wus flned an mmuqmu soven
or alght thmes the value of lte entire
property, becauss its traflie department
did not verify the statement of the Al-
ton rate clork, that the six-cent ocom-
madity rate on oll bad been properly
filed with the Intersiate Commercs
Commimsion, There is no evidence, and
none was introduced at the trial, that
any shipper of oil from Chieago territory
bad been intered with by the 18-ount
rate nor that the fallure of the Alton
to fle its aix-cent rate had resulted in
sy discrimination against any inde
pendent shipper,—we must {ake this on
the word of the Commissioner of Corpo-
matlons and of Judge Landls. Neither ia
it denled even by Mr, Smith that the
“independent” shipper of oll, whom be
pletures as being driven out of business
by this discrimination of the Alen, could
have shipped all the oil he desirdd (o
ship from Whiting via Dolton over the
lines of the Chicago und Eastern Illinois
to East 8t Loufs. In short, President
Moffett's defence is still gool, and we
prodiot will be so declared by the higher
court. : '

The Standard Oil Company has been
charged with all manner of erimes and
misdemennars. Beginning with the fa-
mous Rice of Marietla, passing down to
that apostle of popular liberties, Henry
Damarest Lloyd, with his Wealth Agninst
the Commonwealth, descending by easy
stages to Miss Tarbell's offensive per-
sonalities, we floally reach the nether
depths of unfair and baseless misropre-
sentation in the report of the Commis-
sioner of Corporations. The Standard
hias been charged with every frm of ‘com-
mereial piracy and with most of the
orimes on the corporation calendar. After
long years of strenuous atiack, under
the leadership of the President of the
United States, the corporation is at last
dragged to the bar of justics to answer
for its niedoings. The whole stremgth
of the Government is directed against
it, andiat last, we are told, the Standard
Oil Company is to pdy the penalty of
its crimes, and it is finully convieted of
having failel to verify the statement
of u rate clerk and is forthwith fined &
prodigious sum, measured by the car.
Undor tho old eriminal law, the theft
of property worth more than ashilling
was punishable by death, Under the
interpretation of the Interstate Com:
meree law by Theodore Roosevelt and
Judge Kenesaw Landis, a technionl error
of a traffie official is made the excuse for
the confiscation of a vast amount of

property.
